We arc authorized to state that the Demo- 
eralic Central Committee, who have been re- 
queue! to name the time and place for holding 
aCoavcntion of the Democratic party of Ken- 
tucky, for the nomination of candidates for Gov- 
ernor and Lieut.

Temperance convention. 

The friends of the! 1 Temperance cause through 
out the State assembled in Convention in Louis- 
ville upon tho 13th, to taj»e into consideration 
the expediency of nominating candidates for 
Gjvaruor and Lieutenant Governor. Cpnven. 
tion assembled on Thursday, and the .commit-- 
tee appointed to draft a platform made their iv- 
port; which was unanimously adopted. They 
assert tnat it is neither right nor politic for the 
State to afford legal protection, cither to the 
manufacturer or vender of ardent spirits. Se- 
condly', That the manufacture of ardent spir- 
its is inimical to the best interest of the State. — 
Thirdly, That the Legislative .prohibition of 
'lie sale and manufacture is entirely compatible 
with "rational liberty and with tho claims of 
justice and legitimate commerce." 

The committee to whom was referred the sub- 
ject of nominating candidates for Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor, reported that in their 
opinion, this was tho time, and recommend that 
the Convention make a nomination before the 
adjournment of the present session. The re- 
port was hailed with marks of satisfaction by 
the Convention. Dr. W- L. litvckinriilgcoppo.- 
ed the question being put to an issue, ju-t now, 
:n he wa*in favor of awaiting the action of tho 
political parties. At this juncture Mr. Edgar 
Hecdhain, submitted a substitute for the origi- 
nal report to the followiujeffect. That the Con- 
vention app jiut a state committee, wince du(y 
it shall bo to await the action of the political *• 
parties of the day, and then, to interrogate the 
respective candidates, in regard to their position 
upon the Temperance quesiiom. If the answers 
are not satifactory then it shall be the duty of 
the committee to call another Stata Convention 
for the purpose of nominating candidate; pledg- 
ed to thc|>ipport of the Temperance principles 
A spirited debate here ensued, in which MVssrrJ 
Xesdham of Louisville, Sam. Shy of Lexington, 
Ed. Oldham of Fayette^ C. M. Mathews of Hen- 
ry, M. D. ilcllenry of Shelby, Thos. P. Posey 
ofHenry, and others participated. After the 
Rev. H. P. Johnson of Lawrence, had addi cted 
the Convention, there was a general call for the 
President to express hi i views upon Mr. Need- 
ham's motion. 

Judge Robertson arose and then addressed the 
Convention. En passant, the Judge paid a higlr. 
compliment to the mystical order of Know, 
Nothings, and said that though he knew but lit- 
tle of their actions, he had always "prayed for 
their success." The Know-Nothings and Ten. 
perance illen he said must unite, to ensure suc- 
cess. As a former pupil of the venerable 
Judge, we would like to pass his speech by 
without comment . but the sentiments are so ex- 
tremely odious to us, that we must at the risk of 
offending, his legal majesty denounce his re- 
marks as decidedly unfitted for a Temperance 
Convent ton. They are not only unfitted for that 
assembly, but also for any convocation that has 
the good of the Union in mind, since the ad- 
vancement of the Native American rarty 
is calculated to produce only discord and trouble 
among our people. As a preceptor we esteem 
aye, almost reverence Judge! Robertson fur hi 
profound attainments in every branch of science 
and, in constitutional law and equity, we rank 
him side by i-irle, a compeer of Kent and Story, 
but as a pnlUician, we can have no confidence in 
his stability or his integrity. Swayed by am- 
bitious desire's, he is ever willing to court the 
popular will, and hence his extreme advocacy of 
Mr. Ncfdham's substitute. ' 

After considerable discussion, the question 
was pvit to the body, "shall the Convention 
proceed to nomination?" and it was decided in 
tfie affirmative by a vote of 01 to 18. The com- 
mittee to whom was referred the duty of nomi- 
nating candidates then presented the names of 
Major Gf.oroi: W. Williams for Governor, and 
that of James 0. H.tnnr , of Barren county, for 
Lieutenant Governor. A letter was received 
from Major Williams, returning his thanks and 
asking time to consider whether or not he would 
accept the nomination. 

A motion was then made by C. M. Matiif.ws, 
that a committee of five be appointed, whose 
duty it shall be to act as the Temperance Cen- 
tral Committee, and who shall act as they deem 
mo3t conclusive to the interests of the Temper- 
ance cause. The Convention, then, after a few 
remarks from Messrs. Leonard and CCLLXOBE 
and an affecting appeal from Mr. Ed. Oldham 
from Fayette, adjourned sine die. 

We may have more to say on this que&tion in a 
future issue. 



A unreal Kepertof the Secretary ol tho 
Interior. 

This is an able, statesmanlike and interesting 
paper, for while it is sufficiently extended to 
present a review of a year's operation of the nu- 
merous, diverse and complicated interests com- 
mitted to his management and supervision, it is 
at the same time so well arranged and condeused 
as to be within the reading opportunities of all: 
During the last fiscal year tlierc have been 
, ll,07tt,!l:(5 acres of the public lands surveyed, 
and 8,190,017 acres brought into market. With- 
in the same period 7,03f>v735 acres were sold for 
cash, and $!) ,1285,533 58 received therefor — 
being 5,952,tM0 acres more than were sold for 
cash during the preceding year. During the 
last fiscal year 3,410,80:2 acres were located 
with bounty land warrants, 11,033,813 acres for 
the States, as government land-', and 1,7,'if ,'liiO 
acres for railroads, <fcc. Thus showing that 
while there has been a large increase in the num- 
ber of acres sold for cash, a_sen-ible diminution 
is felt in the various othermiodcs in which the 
lands are disposed of. 

Thequantity of lands sold during the first and 
second quarters of the present fiscal year is 3,- 
(•25,fil9 acres, and the money received therefor 
(3,643,496 41 more than during the correspond 
ing period of the last fiscal year. 

The quantify of land located in satisfaction of 
bounty land claims, for services rendered in the 
various wars since 1799, is 31,437,612 acres. To 
satisfy Virginia bounty land warrants, underthe 
act of Au^u-t 31, 185i, >crip li.ts issued calling 
for 837,350 acre-, and to, satisfy the remaining 
warrants, it is supposed that about 21)0,000 acres 
more will be required. 

The introduction of the graduation principle 
into our pujjlie land system engrafts upon it a 
new and imporxant feature. The Secretary con- 
siders the law very difficult of execution, ifnd 
that fully to accomplish the objects contempla- 
ted By its passage, material modifications must 
be made. The Secretary adheres to bis previ- 
ous views respecting the policy of granting al- 
ternate sections of laud in aid of thaeonstrnction 
of great leading highway^, when s«ch works are 
likely to be undertake^ and completed in gixxl 
faith, and prove beneficial to the public, and 
not merely to adventurers and speculators. To 
throw the necessary guards and restrictions 
around such grants; the Secretary makes some 
general suggestions, but submits the matter to 
the wisdom of Congress. 

The applications to Congress at its last session 
(so far as they would be brought to the attention 
of the department by the committee) contempla- 
ted the Const ruction of about, 5,050 miles of road, 
which, allowing six sections to the mile, would 
liave required twenty millions of acres. 

In anticipation that some of these grants 
would be made, and not knowing which, the 
department, upon the urgent Solicitation of the 
deiegationistt In Congress, reserved the lauds 
along the proposed routes of flu; roads to an ex- 
tent approximating to thirty millions of acres. — 
The department has carefully reconsidered the 
policy of tliis course, and has come to the deter- 
mination no' to make such reservations hereaf- 
ter, until the grants shall have been actually 
made by Congress. The reasons for this deter- 
mination are, in part, that such reservations are 
of doubtful legality — that they retard tile set- 
tlement of the country — the difficult; of ascer- 
taining in What case it is likely the grants will 
be made, and the fear of injuring the section of 
country iiawhieh the improvement is contempla- 
ted by turning thence the tide of emigration. 

The Secretary reiterates his recommendation 
that officers connet'ed with the survey and sale 
of the public domain be prohibited by lajv from 
becoming interested in iispurchase. 

After the pa ; s:igeof the act, September, 1850, 
granting the government lands lothe States in 
which tney lie, many such lands were taken up 
by purcha-c or location as agricultural land. — 
The act of 185(1 being a grunt in present i to the 
State, tho United States cannot make title to the 
individual purchases of locators, and many dif- 
ficulties have grown up under this head, lo -c - 
tie which and afford relief, the Secretary recou- 
moods remedial legislation. 

The Secretary recommends, as indispensably 
necessary to the completion of the va t. amount 
of business before it, a continuation for another 
yeaij the commission to settle land claims in Cali- 
fornia. . The commissioners have, by I heir great 
assiduity, a - oompli-!ied a great deal, and me t 
is yet much for them to do. They hare adjudi- 
cated 397 claims, which is about half the lu m- 
ber presented. Of these 294 were confirmed fur 
about 736 square leagues of land, andlJ3 re- 
jected, covering 383 s (litre leagues. 

The Secretary adverts to the irrcgularitia sand 
inequalities produced by the numerous and di- 
versified pension laws, and recommends some 
important, modifications, with a view to restore 
the tystepi somewhat to the original design of 
its projectors, and to increase lis benefits and 
restrict its operation to tho-e who are really and 
legitimately deserving objects of government 
favor and protection. He reviews his reppmmen- 
datiou of a biennial examination of invalid pen- 
sioners, and cites the singular fact that while 
applications are numerous, and constantly pre- 
senting themselves for an increase of pension on 
account of inoreased debility, but two instance 
have occurred of a voluntary acknowledgment 
of a diminution of the disability for which the 
pension was granted. 

The department has been singularly successful 
in (errettfng out and bringing to punishment the 
perpetrators of frauds on the Pension Bureau. — 
Up to tho 30th September last, and since the 4th 
March, 1853, thirty persons have been indicted- 
of these eleven have been convicted; nine for- 
feited their recognizances and fled; one died; one 
committed Suicide; two have eluded the officers, 
and await their trial. 

We are surprised to learn that in so large and 
important a department as that of the Interior 
no appropriation ledgers .vere kept therein by 
which the financial condition of the department 
could be a-certained, until the present Secretary 
took charge of it. It now appears fliat an ad- 
mirable and economical system has been devised, 
and is in Successful operation, by which uni 
formity, promptitude and intelligence are secured 
in the disbursement of the public moneys, and 
advances to disbursing agents regulated bv the 
wantsof the public service and the means of the 
Department to meet them. On the 31st of 
March, 1853, the enoimous sum of $948,475 80 
was in the hands of pen-inn agents alone. This 
new financial system has enabled the Depart 
incut to call in this amount, SO that on the 30th 
of June last tho-e agents only had on hand the 
aggregate sum of $393,b01 2:i, an amount amplv 
sufficient to provide for the prompt payment of 
pensions liable to be called for, until other ad- 
vances were made. 

It was estimated that the new lines of boun- 
dary between the United States and the republic

Recent intelligence indicates that a further ap 
propriation 111:13- become necessary, but the Sec- 
retary still hopes that if made, "its use may be 



A thorough examination of the subject has re- 
Suited in showing that the expenses incident to 
the office of Coroner for the District, (amount- | 
ing, perhaps, to some $9,000 per annum,) are 
not legally chargeable to the 0 sited States, and 
disbursements from the Treasury on this account 
have consequently ceased. 

The clerk of the United States courts in this 
district has also been required to conform to the 
law regulating the fees of the other clerks of the 
United States courts in the several States 
and Territories, and a considerable saving of 
public money been thereby effected. 

It appears that twin hundred and twenty-three 
terms of United States courts are held during each 
year, at eighty-eight different places: and in al- 
luding to the causes which yearly demand an 
increased appropriation for "the support of the 
judiciary, the Secretary very pertinently sug- 
gests whether the business transacted in the 
courts justifies these terms. It appears that in the 
Western district of Virginia, the courts are held 
at six different places; in the Northern district of 
New York, at eight; in California, at six 
Louisana, at six, and in Florida, at five. 1

Rt piHT or tiik Commissioner ok Indian Af- 
fairs. — Col. Manv-peiiny.*Commisiiu*»r- of In- 
dian Affairs, in his annual report, sets forth 
many facts of interest, and shows that the ope- 
rations of his department during the year have 
been exceedingly large. 

The Indians in Nebraska and Kan-as have 
ceded lo the United States Government nearly 
fifteen millions of acre; of land. The Indians, 
howevef. have caught some of the white men's 
spl it, and they demand a higher price than 
usual for the land in Kansas. They only agreed I 
to give up these lands under a pledge that they | 
should have a reserve for a permanent home. 

There is trouble with the Indians on the Ar- 
kansas and Platte rivers, and it appears that,' 
while the agent is seeking them Lo present I 
amendments to treaties, they are quietly shoot- ; 
ing down emigrants and robbing traders. The 
Commissioner thinks something should be done I 
for these misguided people, but acknowledges 
that, he cannot say what the "something" slnsild 
be, but suggests kindness and peaceful attempts! 
to colonize them. 

The Commissioner, gives some valuable infor- 
mation relative to the Chocttuvs, Chickasaws, 
Creaks, and Seminal SB, and he also suggests 
that no more removals of Indian tribes shall 
lake place: that is, that the reserved lands given 
them by Government shall be secured to them 
:nd t'icir heirs forever, 

' lit carrying out all the plans heretofore dc- 
vised for ameliorating the condition of the abo- 
rigines of our continent, difficulties have arisen 
and obstacle; presented themselves on every 
sideband it seems impossible now to devise any 
ne ins for attaining ihe-e de-irable ends, by 
which all difficulties could be obviated, all ob- 
stacles avoided. 

"But partial success has attended the labors 

of the benevolent; and the efforts of the depart- 
ment, when most faithfully directed, have not 
unfrequently proved a positive in jury. Adverse 
elements have always been at work to thwart 
the wishes of the government and counteract 
the laborsof the philanthropist, and these have 
unfortunately been but too often successful. Our 
former policy, and the inveterate determination 
of the Indian to resist domestication, have com- 
bined to place him in a situation where the law- 
less and unprincipled could always have access 
to him; and such persons have, through all pe- 
riods of our history, availed themselves of every 
opportunity to advise the ignorant and unletter- 
ed child of the forest against his best interests, 
and have but too successfully instilled into his 
mind prejudices against those who were labor- 
ing for his gi.od. 

"Thus have the merciless and heartless follow- 
ed in his path, flattering his vanity, corrupted 
his morals, impressed upon and confirmed him 
in the belief that labor and the arts of peace 
are degrading, and his submission to them offen- 
sive to the Great Spirit, and directed and con- 
; nd'ed his action and made him the victim of 
their avarice. , 

"Such influences arc believed to be as formi- 
dable and more unscrupulous than at any for- 
mer period of our history, and when we add to 
them the train of ever-recurring and never-end- 
ing difficulties that beset the path of the weaker 
in the battle of life with the stronger race! we 
perceive.^in the present condition ol the red man 
and the dangers that encompass him, additional 
mitives tocall into active exercise in his behalf 
all the energies of the benevolent and good of 
the land. 

"As a Christian government and people, our 
obligations and duties arc of the highest and 
holiest character, and we are accountable to the 
Maker of all men for the manner in which we 
discharge them. Haviiigt'aitld'ully employed all 
the means placed within our reach to improve 
the Indian race, and preserve it from extinction, 
v/eenn, with a good conscience and sirungfaith, 
leave the issue 111 the hands of our common Fa- 
ther." 

0"lt is estimated that the required appn - 
priation.fbr the various departments of the 
United States government, during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, lc'oG, will amount to 'very- 
nearly sixty-one millions of dollars.

Col. R. B. Carpexter.— We know not when 
we have been so strongly impressed with the 
sense of horror at the shedding of human blood, 
as when reading the account of the attempted 
assassination of Aim, our old, well-tried, and 
truest friend. He was one whom to know was 
to love, and we think we know him too well to 
endorse anything that may be said, or has 
been said, in any of the papers, against his 
character, either as a private or public citizen. 
Rumor, with her ten thousand tongues has 
spread a story from which we know both he and 
his friends can vindicate him. We do not be- 
lieve that hehas'been guiHy of what thc;Cin- 
cinnati Gazette charges; and, if he had, that he 
would be so imprudent as to boast of it. 

The rest of the Cincinnati papers say that Per- 
kins (the attempted assassin) had no cause what 
ever for his barbarous »ssault. If this be true (as 
wc doubt not) the sooner he leaves the soil of 
Kentucky, the better, for he is a villain whom 
it were base flattery to call a coward, and an in- 
sult to the dignity of the public to recognize as a 
defender of personal honoi. 

When we first read the account of this melan- 
choly occurrence, we thought that, it could not 
be, or that if it were so, it was strange that the 
heavens were not 

"Hung with blac*," 
ami the sun and stars veiled from our vision. — 
The idea that Dick Carpenter, as wc love to call 
him, should be shot down like a dog in the 
street, was something that we could not compre- 
hend with the same head and heart that we 
know and feel tells us of a just God aud 
heaven; and we exclaimed with the same feeling 
and reverence and words that uncle Toby felt 
at the bedside of ,corporal Trim "he shall not 
die by heaven." Wc have since learned that 
he is recovering, and that the chances are in 
favor of his complete restoration. That it may 
be so, we will hope until, at least, the cud has 
come.

COURT or U'i'EALS, 

Reported expressly for the Yeoman, by Jameo 
Monroe, Attorney at Law, Frankfort, Ivy. 

Maysville it Lex. R. R. v Punnett, Fayette co. 

This action was brought in the Fayette circuit 
court to procure the sale of property in a deed of 
trust executed by the appellants to the appellees, 
and an application of the proceeds to the pur- 
poses of the trust. 

The Circuit Court made an order appointing 
a receiver to take into his possession and safe- 
keeping the mortgaged property, and to rent Mt 
a portion of it for a limited term. 
.From this order an appeal is taken to this 
Court. A motion is made to dismiss the appeal. 
Will an appeal lie from such an order? 

The Court per Justice Simpson, held: That this 
Court has appellate jurisdiction only of final 
orders and judgments of other courts, (Code of 
Pres., sec. 15.) 

When a final order is made by the Circuit 
Court, its power over it peases at the expiration 
of the term at which it is made. 

A final order either terminates the action 
itself, decides some matter litigated by the par- 
tics, or operates to dives' some right in such a 
manneras to put it out of the power of the court 
making it, af;er the expiration of the term, to 
place the parties in their original condition. — 
The order in this case has no such operation. 

Although it deprives the appellants of the 
possession of the mortgaged property, the order 
is temporary "in its nature, and remains under 
the control of the court. It is not, therefore, 
final. It is merely provisional in its operation, 
and was made in pursuance of the 329th seetiSn 
of the Code. It is similar in effect to some of 
the other provisional remedies therein provided, 
and his Honor sees no reason why an appeal 
would not as well he where attachments against 
property are ordered to i ssueby the circuit court. 

His Honor rules the appeal improvidently 
taken, this Court having no jurisdiction over 
such an order. Appeal dismissed. 
Kentucky Seminary v Wallace, Christian co. 

The material question of this case is whether 
the court below erred in admitting a deed as 
evidence, where IB there was a variance from the 
precise name of the grantor, in this, that J. H 
II.. as chairman of the "Kentucky Academy," 
executed a deed to S., whereas the corporate 
name of the grantor was the "Kentucky Semi- 
nary." The court below admitted the deed as 
evidence, aud from that opinion this appeal is 
taken. 

The Court, per Justice Simpson, held: That the 
doctrine seems to be well settled, that a variance 
from the precise name of the corporation, when 
the true name can lie collected from the instru- 
ment, or isshowu by proper averments, will not 
invalidate a grant to or by a corporation — (2 
Kent's Com.. 92 — Pendleton v Bank of Ky., I 
Monroe, 177.) Under this doctrine it has been 
held that a devise to the inhabitants of the south 
Parish may be enjoyed by the inhabitants of the 
first Parish— (5 Pick. Rep., 232)— and a grant 
by John Abbott of N, by the name of William 
Abbott of N, was held valid— (6 Pick. Rep., 65 
— Angell <fe Ames on Corporations, 55.) 

So, if the name of a corporation be expressed 
by words synonymous, it is sufficient. If J. S. 
Abbott of B make a lease by the name of J. S., 
clerk of B, it is good — (Bacon's Abridg., 2 vol. — 
Pitte Corporations, page 5.) 

The deed in this case was executed under the 
seal of the Corporation — and there was no such 
corporation in existence as the Kentucky Academy, 
at the time the deed was executed — the Court 
therefore say, that it is obvious that the varia- 
tion existing couM not create the impression that 
the deed had beene xecutcd by any other corpor- 
ation than the one by which it was executed. 
That the words Academy and Seminary arc 
synonymous in common parlance — and that, it 
being clearly shown .that the deed in question 
was in fact executed by the Kentucky Seminary, 
the variation existing does not invalidate Ihe 
consequences, at least so far as the corporation 
itself is concerned. 

The inferior court, therefore, did not err in 
admitting the deed described, as evidence. 

There was an incidental question made in the 
circuit court, in this wise: By agreement of the 
parties, a notice to take depositions was good, 
against the lessors of the plaintiff, if .served up- 
on their attorney in Hopkinsville. The plain- 
tiff's attorney, having been notified that a depo- 
sition would be taken by the defendant in Frank- 
fort, attended agreeably to the notice, and, the 
defendant having failed to take the deposition, 
the plaintiff moved for a judgment against him 
for mileage, under the statute upon the subject. 
The motion was overruled, upon the ground 
that, as some of the lessors of the plaintiff re- 
sided in Frankfort, the attendance of the attor- 
ney from Hopkinsville was unnecessary. The 
Court say, hoicecer, that as the person notified, 
and upon whom the plaintiffs relied for a pre- 
paration of their case, was the attorney at Hop- 
kinsville, and he did in fact attend, the court 
erred in overruling the motion for mileage. 

The mandate directs that the plaintiffs in error 
shall only recover so much of the costs in this 
court as would, have accrued if the proceedings 
on the motion had been alone copied in the re- 
cord, excluding an attorney's fee. 



Old Soldier* or Kentucky. 

The meeting of veterans, called by Geu. 
Combs, at the Court-house, in Lexington, on 
Saturday last, assembled at 12 o'clock, and were 
called to order. Less than 30 were present, of 
all the companions who had marched from that 
city and its vicinity during the late war with 
England, and many of those seemed feeble with 
age. 

Adjr. Wm. Montgomery was called to the 
Chair, and Dr. J. G. Cuinn appointed Secretary. 

After a few remarks. Gen. Combs presented 
the following preamble and and resolutions, 
which were unanimously adopted: 

Forty years have elapsed since the treaty of 
Ghent, which terminated our second war with 
England. The first, won our liberties — the 
second, secured them. But few of those who 
then staked their lives in the conflict, survive 
to iell the tale of their sufferings and services. — 
A large majority, who escaped death on the 
since gonc^to their last

battle field, hav 
homes on earth. 

Within less than 40 years afcer the close of 
our Revolutionary war, a grateful Congress of the 
United States, made provision out of a meagre 
treasury for the declining years of our patriotic 
fathers. Now that the coffers of the nation are 
overflowing with gold, and there are hundreds 
of millions of acres of unsold public lands, we* 
a-k for similar justice, not only for.ourselves, but 
for the lonely widows and orphan children of our 
compaiiiousin arms, who are dead. Therefore, 
Hesolced, 

1st. That 'ie appointed a committee to 

memorialize Congress on this subject. 

2d. That lie appointed Delegates to 

represent the old soldiers of Kentucky in the 
Convention proposed to be holden in Washing- 
ton city the Hth day of January next, and to co- 
operate with our "brother soldiers from other 
Slates, in such measures as may be deemed 
necessary to obtain justice from Congress. 

On motion, the blank in the first resolution 
was tilled with tho names of Mai. J. H. Hole- 
man, Gen. Leslie Combs and Dr. J. Chinn. And 
the blank in the 2nd, with the names of Gen. 
Leslie Combs. Win. Long, Esq., Maj. G. H. 
Bowman, Maj. J. U. Holeman and Thos. H Bar- 
low, Esq. 

3d. Resulted, That the newspapers in the city 
and eLewhcrc in Kentucky, be requested to 
publish our proceedings. 

The meeting then adjourned, by invitation of 
Gen. Combs, to his tent, to partake of some re- 
freshments, and left the Court house, marching 
in double file.

Congressional. 

Washington, Dec. 13. 

Senate. — Mr. Seward presented a letter from 
the convention of old soldiers, stating that there 
would be, during the coming winter, a conven- 
tion of all of the surviving soldiers of the war 
of 1812, and other wars of the United States, 
held in Washiugton on the fith of January; re- 
ferred to the committee on military affairs. 

The Chair laid before the Ss-nate a message 
from the President in relation to the bill pissed 
last session, for the relief of the heirs of ProC* 
teau, which had been discovered to have been 
previously paid; referred. 

Tin- invalid pension appropriation bill was 
receive 1 from.thc House. 

Mr. Badger introduced a bill for increasing 
the compensation of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, and the^cr d'um allowance of members of 
Congress fif:y per cent. 

He explained that the increase proposed was 
far preferable to a change of the mode of com- 
pensation to a salary. He argued at some length 
the nece s!ty for an increase of the compensation. 

The bill was laid on the table for the present. 

Mr. Stewart reported back the bill for deep- 
ening the channel over St. Clair flats and the 
flats of St. Mary. 

Mr. Shields gave notioe of a bill establishing 
a M iruic Hospital at Galena, 111. 

A bill for the relief »if Isaac Swain was pas- 
sed. 

Mr. Jo k's, of Tonn. introduced a bill granting 
to railroad companies three years, in which to 
pay the duties on iron imported for railroad pur- 
poses; referred tothe finance committee. 

House — On motion of Mr. Bovcc, the judi- 
ciary committee were instructed to inquire and 
report as to the expediency of repealing the 
usury laws, with leave to report by all or other- 
wise. 

Mr. Latham made a report from the commit- 
ter oi public lands in favor of extending the 
time of service of the California Land Commis- 
sioners. 

The House went into committee of the whole 
oa the S"ate of the Union, and took up the In- 
dian appropriation. 

Mr. Mace spoke at some length in denuncia- 
tion of the repeal of the Mis-ouri compromise, 
and avowed his purpose to be to introduce at as 
early a day as' practicable a bill prohibiting slave- 
ry i;i the Territories of Nebraska and Kantian — 
lie said the repeal of the Missouri compromise 
was altogether unasked, and referred to the re- 
cent elections as evidence of the people's disap- 
proval of the course of the administration. 

Mr. Oliver, of Mo., condemned the course of 
Mr. Mace, as bringing again into Congress an 
apple of discord. 

Mr. Washburn also spoke in favor of prohibi- 
ting slavery in the new Territories. 

Washington, Thursday, Dec. 14. 

Senate. — The memorial from the New York 
Chamber of Commerce for on expedition to be 
sent out for the relief of Dr. Kane was referred. 

The bill increasing the commissions of the 
registers and receivers of public lauds under the 
graduation act of last session , was passed. 

Mr. Dudge, of Iowa, reported the House bill, 
allowing further time for those holding Virginia 
military land s in Ohio to have them surveyed 
and patented, which was passed. 

Mr. Sh elds introduced a bill providing for a 
marine hospital at Galena, 111. 

A joint resolution from the House, modifying 
the original plan of the Custom House at New 
Orleans, which was passed. 

It was ordered that when the Senate adjourn- 
ed it would be until Monday. 

Mr. Summer offered a resolution directing en 
quiry into the expediency of abolishing the tax 
on merchant steamers, known as hospital mo- 
ney, and allowing them the use of the hospital 
free, which was adopted. 

After some unimportant business the Senate 
adjoured. 

House. — Mr. Wheeler presented a memorial 
from the New York Chamber of Commerce, ask- 
ing Congress to send an expedition in search of 
Dr. Kane, which was referred to the Committee 
on naval affairs. 

Mr. Cutter introduced a joint resolution au- 
thorizing the President to adopt measures to pro- 
cure the erection of a first class light-house at 
Cape Race. 

The House next went into committee, and 
took up the Indian appropriation bill. 

Mr. Stephens, of tia., baring the floor, pro- 
ceeded tospcak at considerable length, vindica- 
ting the Nebraska bill, and denied that the re- 
cent elections were a verdict against that meas- 
ure. He referred to the election in Pennsylvania 
and other States, and denied that it had been a 
test. In Illinois it was a test, and there it was 
approved by the people. 

Mr. Campbell rejouted at some length, and 
.was followed by Mr. Washburn, of 111., who de- 
nied the premises of Mr. Stephens in regard to' 
Illinois. In that State there was a majority of 
nearly 1,600 against thobill on the Congressional 
vote, and a large anti-Nebraska majority in the 
Legislature. , 

The committee then rose and the House ad- 
journed. 



ARRIVAL OF THE PACIFIC. 

New York, Dec. 13. 

The steamer Pacific arrived at Sandy v Hook 
this morning. 

The sales of cotton at Liverpool for a week and 
four days amounted to 59,000 bales. Orleans 
fair G; middling 5; upland fair 6J£; middling 4Jg. 
The demaud is moderate, and prices have de- 
clined Jg, and holders are pressing o i the mar- 
ket. 

Parliament has beim summoned to levy new 
taxi--. 

There is nothing important from Sevastopol. 
The western powers are determined to hold 
the Crimea. 

~Prince Monschikoff informs the Emperor that 
the damages done by the besiegers will be speed 
ily repaired. The garrison is in good condition. 
He admits very great losses. 

The Journal of Constantinople says that 40,- 
000 more Turks will be shipped for the Crimen 
with all speed. 

The crews of a great many of the wrecked 
transports fell into the hands of the Russian . 

Napoleou's letter to the troops in the Crimea 
says that a powerful division will be made in 
Bessarabia. Rumor adds that two French di- 
visions will be added to the army on the Dan- 
ube. 

The blockade "of Odessa has been renewed. 
The Russiaus are fortifying it by sea and laud. 

Salamin Pach, who commanded the Turks in 
the Crimea, has been degraded to the rank of a 
private for bad behavior to his troops. 

The Czar's two sons have retired from Sevas- 
topol to Hispodar. 

The free exportation of corn from the Dauu 
bian Principalities is announced for next spring. 

Mahamed Pacha, the Turkish ex-minister of 
marine, has been banished from Turkey. 

It was reported at Kiel oa the 23d thatfon the 
19th and 2uth f a portion of the Russian fleet 
left Holsingfors ami captured two British cruis- 
ers in the Uulf of Finland. 

The departure of the British fleet has been 
postponed to the 4th of December. 

There are ominous rumors of a ten million 
sterling loan at 10 per cent. 

Power will be asked for the embodiment of 
the whole inalitia of the kingdom by compulso- 
ry ballot, if required. 

Seventeen first-class steamers were at Toulon 
embarking troops. 

All of the French ships in the Baltic are under 
orders for the Mediterranean. 

All Russians have been ordered to quit France. 
Si-aix. — Espariero, it is said, ha. intimated 
that ihetninistry is about to resign, and declares 
hi in -elf anxious to live a - a private citizen. 

Enlistment is still going on in Switzerland 
for Santa Anna. 

A prospectus for a new Prussian State loan of 
15,000,000 thalershas been issued.
